The two Edicts differ in one point ; the firft al- 
lows the Proteftants to live in the Kingdom and 
enjoy their Bftates and Goods, if they would behave 
themfelves fo as to give no Offence or Scandal to the 
Roman Catholiks ; or elfe to retire out of the King- 
dom, with Liberty to fell what they had: The a 
cond puts them undagan abfolute Neceffity to leave 
the Kingdom, unlefs within 6 Months they would 
embrace the Roman Catholick Religion, yet in that 
Cafe giving them the fame Liberty to dilpofe of 
their Eftates. 


It was not in the leaft imagin’d there could be 


_ any, Colour for doing the Proteftants fo crying an 


Injuftice, as to deprive them of che Liberty of dif- 
pofing of their Eftates, when they were depriv'd of 
the Freedom of publickly Exercifing their Religion 
in the Kingdom. The famous Stephen Pafquier, 
the King’s Advocate in the Chamber of Accompts 
of Paris, has the following Paffage, in a Leiter toa 
Friend, p. 196 of his Collection of Letters printed 
at Paris in 1619. ‘ Thofe of the pretended reform’d 
* Religion af no longer to be call’d Huguenots, if 
‘ that Name be given them for their praying in the 
‘ Night, for they now (in 1561) preach in feveral 
* Places with their Doors open. At leaft, fince my 
‘ laft, they have Petition’d the King for. Leave to 
‘fer up a Church feparate from ours; the King 
* fent their Petition to the Parliament, there to be 
* debated with the Lords of his Council ; Argu- 
‘ ments were freely urg’d on both Sides, fome for 
‘ the Catholicks, fome for the Reformed. The Ca- 
* tholick Party carried it by 3 Voices, and a Refo- 
* lution pafs’d that the Reformed’ fhould follow. the 
‘ Church of Rome like our Anceftors, or depart the 
* Kingdom with Permiffion to fell their Eftates: When 
* the Votes came to be call’d over agen there was 
‘no little murmuring ; for the other Party alledg’d, 
‘ that in a Matter of fuch Importance ‘twas unrea- 
‘ fonable France fhould be put into a Combuftion 
‘by 3 Voices, the Banifhment being impoflible to 
‘be executed, and for the Reform'd continuing in 
‘ France to be oblig’d to conform themfelves to the Ro- 
‘ man Catholick Religion againft their Confciences, it 
* was fo great an Abfurdity, that it amounted to an 
Impoffibility. 

The Account of this: Tranfaction cannot be fuf- 
pected of Partiality, becaufe the Relator was a 
ftanch Roman Catholick, and wrote at the very 
Time the Affembly he {peaks of was held. 

Two things are obfervable from the Sentiments of. 
that Affembly ; one is, That thofe who voted with 


.the greareft Rigour for the Catholick Party, were of 


Opinion that the Proreftants ought to be left at Li- 
berty to difpofe of their Eftates, tho’ they fhould be 
expell’d the Kingdom ; the other is this plain Pofi- 
tion, that to oblige them to conform themf{elves to 
the Romith Religion againft their Confcicnces, was 
an Abfurdity that amounted to an Impoffibiliry. 


And hereupon we make this fhort Reflection, that — 


what is founded in natural Right, Juftice, and Equi- 
ty, is and ought always to be the fame in a!! Places 
and at all Times, becaufe ‘ris eternal and un- 
changable. Nor can it at all be doubted, thar the 
Sentiment of the Majority of the forcfaid Affembly 

was 
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vies of that Nature and Quality; Gnce it was volun- 
tarily fuggefted and avow’'d by the very Enemies of 
the Proteftants. 

The Edict of Fontaineblean in October 1685 
which revok’d that of Nantes, has ordain’d things 
dire@tly contrary to that Sentiment; for taking a- 
way abfolutely from the Proteftants the free Exercife 
of their Religion and Liberty of Confcience on Pain 
of Death, it forbids them by the roth Article to 
depart the Kingdom, on the Penalty for Men of be- 
ing fent to the Galleys, and for Women of Impri- 
fonment and Confifcation of their Eftaces. 

There are an infinite Number of invincible Rea- 
fons that unanfwerably fhew the Injuftice of that 
Revocation’ Butthe Defign of thefe Memoirs be- 
ing principally to prove the Right which the Prote- 
ftants who have retir’d out of France -have to the 
Profits of their Eftates, we thall not enter into a par- 
ticular Enumeration of them ; the rather becaufe 
zhey have been fufficiencly fer forth formerly in feve- 
ral Pieces, particularly in the Plaintes des Proteftans 
cruzllement opprimex dans le Royaume de France, print- 
ed at Cologne in 1686, and of which the deceafed 
M. Claude the Father is fuppos’d to be the Author ; 
in the Hiftoire Apologetique, ob Defence des Libertex 
des Bzlifes Reformees de France, printed at Mentz in 
1688 ; and in another Trearife written exprefly on 
this Subject, and intitul’d lIrrevecabilite’ de Edit 
de Nantes, printed at Amfterdam in 1688. What 
we fhall obferve in general, as conducing moft to 
our purpofe, is, 

Firft, that Liberty of Confcience and the publick 
Exercife of Religion was am immutable Right ac- 
quird by the French Proteftants. That Right was 
founded on the moft folemn and moft authentick 
Tiles that can be imagin’d : Thofe Titles were the 
Edicts of Pacification made by the Kings ar divers 
Times, in all which the Terms of perpetual and irre- 
vocable were exprefly inferted, as may be feen by 
the Edicts of Panification iffued by Charles IX in 
Auguft 1570 and in July 1573, but particularly in 
the Edi& of Nantes given by Henry IV in April 
1598, which is a Sort of Award and Determination, 
made by the King as Soveraign Arbiter between all 
his Subjects, as appears by the Preamble of that 
Edi&, which runs thus, ‘ Afcer having examin’d 
* the Remonftrances and Complaints of cur Catho- 
* lick Subjects, having likewife permitted our Sub- 
* jects of the pretended reform’d Religion to affemble 
* by Deputies and draw up theirs; and having on 
* this Affair conferr’d with them feveral Times, and 
* review'd the former Edicts, we have judg’d it ne- 
‘ ceffary now to give upon the whole a general, 
‘ clear, plain, and abfolute Law, to ferve for their 
* Regulation upon all the Differences that have for- 
‘ merly rifen between them, or that may arife here- 
‘ after, &c. Whereupon we implore and hope from 
- the Divine Goodnefs the fame Protection and Fa- 
‘ vour which he has always beftow'd on this King- 
‘ dom fince its Rife, and during the long time it has 
* ftood. And that he will give our Subjects the 
« Grace thoroughly to underftand, that in the Ob- 
‘ feryation of this our Ordinance confifts (next to 


the Duty they owe to God and us) the principal 


* Foundation of their Union and Concord, Tran- 
« quility and Repofe,and of the Re-eftablifiment of this 
“ State in its former Splendour,Opulency, and Power. 

This Edict was confirm’d by other folemn Edicts 
and Declarations of Lewis XIII and of the King his 
Succeffor row reigning. 

Thefe Titles were corroborated by a Poffeffion of 
above 100 Years, computing from the Edict of Hen- 
ry ILL in September 1577: And reckoning that Pof- 
{dion only from the Edict of Nantes, twas of more 
than $9 Years ftanding,
